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As in years past this book is privately printed for the members 
of the DUTCH TREAT CLUB and their guests on the occasion 
of the Annual Dinner held in the Sert Room of the 
Waldrof-Astoria Hotel in New York City 
on May I, 1963. 


Dutch ates and Ot Guests: 


Several years ago our long-suffering art director, Ervine 
Metzl, proposed a new kind of annual book to the Board 
of Governors. He said, “Instead of filling the book with 
lewd nudes and lascivious text, why not make the book a 
directory of the Dutch Treat Club, with pictures and 
biographies of the members, so you can tell whom the hell 
is whom at lunch?” This astonishing suggestion—astonish- 
ing because Metzl, a former president of the Society of 
Illustrators, has the dirtiest mind since Giovanni Boc- 
caccio — was adopted and the book came out. It was 
such a good book that you could take it to a nunnery, and 
it was a success. Members began saying we should do it 
again. 


So here it is, thanks in large measure to the Leicable 
Ivan Dmitri, a wizard with the camera and a spendthrift 
with his time and talent. For many Tuesdays he brought 
his camera, tripod and lights to the Park Lane and made 
a remarkable series of candid portraits. He did not bring 
with him a stuffed bird and say “Look at the birdie.” He 
brought along an extraordinarily beautiful young assistant 
and said “Look at the pretty girl.” This accounts for the 
goatish gleam that can be detected in many of Ivan’s 
subjects. The DTC is forever in debt to Dmitri. Further 
gratitude goes to our revered secretary, Stewart Beach, 
for collecting and editing the biography which goes along 
with each mug. 

A riffle through this book will show that there is no 
such animal as a typical Dutch Treater. During conven- 
tions or weekly meetings, it is easy to spot a member of 
the Bar Association, the Medical Association or the Sand- 
hogs’ union even without his badge, for each breed gets 
to look, act and talk alike. (The sandhogs, incidentally, 
have had annual affairs in the Waldorf’s grand ballroom 
which hold all hotel records for liquor consumption — 
yet no trouble. ) 

Dutch Treaters come in all sizes, ranging from Dong 
Kingman and Otto Soglow to such lofty sequoias as 
George Abbott and Homer Croy. Their dispositions em- 
brace the lovable and the ormery. Many, as you can 
discover in this book, are as handsome as the old Arrow 
Collar man; their president looks like W. C. Fields after 
a bad night — and there are some who maintain that he 
acts like Fields, too. Their careers embrace the arts, and 
each has won distinction in his own field. And they make 
the most receptive, perceptive audience any speaker or 
entertainer ever faced. 

It would be difficult to say what holds the Dutch Treat 
Club together — but something does. Perhaps it is mutual 
respect and affection. There is no clubhouse, no mortgage, 
no building fund. The only incorporated fund we have 


is the George Barry Mallon Fund, which is in case some- 
body needs help —and it is maintained by unsolicited 
gifts. There is only one house rule, laid down by the late 
president Ray Vir Den: “You can reach for anything on 
the table as long as you keep one foot on the floor.” 

There are no political, factional ruckuses in the DTC, 
for nobody runs for office. The governors and officers 
seem to be a self-perpetuating dictatorship — but they 
aren't, quite; each year new blood is injected. At their 
monthly meetings—second Tuesdays at The Players—the 
governors and officers have one worry and one purpose. 
The purpose is to maintain the high standard for mem- 
bership: One must be somebody and achieve something 
in the creative and communicative arts. The worry is 
inattention and non-attendance on the part of some 
members. We have never gone in for Big Name window 
dressing; we cherish members who are interested in our 
luncheon programs — and, even more importantly, inter- 
ested in each other. 

Although memberships in the DT are strictly limited as 
to number as well as qualifications, our roster is not static. 
Some Dutch Treaters, retiring or following new callings, 
move away and become non-resident members, or drop 
out. Others pass on, and we mourn their passing and cling 
to the memory of them. So, each season, we see many new 
faces at the Park Lane’s luncheon tables. 

As an organization, the club is as loose as a goose. Per- 
haps what holds it together is that it is fun to be a Dutch 
Treater — and interesting, too, as we hear what's going on 
in the musical and entertainment arts and in the worlds 
of politics, international affairs, science and even thought. 

May our annual dinner be fun, too.
